(¢)  Developing outcome measures by which the effectiveness of juvenile services
programs can be monitored;

€3] Making recommendations regarding service gaps, overlaps, and barriers to
coordinated services;

(g)  Developing a uniform list of possible Out-of-Home Placement goals for juvenile

court dispositions from which judges could select when complying with Minn.
Stat. § 260.181, subd. 3; and
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(h) Identlfymg steps requlred by state agencies to collect and report summary

information on the achievement of the established goals and
